AUDITORIUM, SAN 
CO, July 3.—After sixteen 
ballots to find a FP dentia! 
nominee, the Democratic National 
Convention found itself in a practi- 
cal deadiock and after having been 
in session eight continuous hours, 
during which it disposed of ballots 
at the rate of thirty minutes each, 
recessed for rest and conference, 

Recess was taken under protest 
of the Com people, who were trying 
to avoid it. The Palmer people 
and the McAdoo people welcomed 
it. for it gave them opportunity to 
confer and strengthen their lines. 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi, one 
of the leaders of the Cox candidacy 
tried to hold the convention in ses- 
sion, but the delegates were tired, 
hungry and sick of balloting and to 
all practical purposes the convention 
was in recess before the clerk fin- 
ished calling the roll to decide the 
question for the delezates were pil- 
ing through the doors in a nolsy 
hubbub long before Chairman Rob- 
irfiton had opportunity to announce 
that the recess resolution had been 
carried by 619 votes in favor of it to 
455 against it. 

All through the sixteen ballots 
Gov. Cox had made steady gains 
until he had taken the lead from 
McAdoo and was heading toward a 
majority. Then on the last ballot of 
the session—the sixteenth—John M. 
Davis, American Ambassador to 
Great Britain, whose votes fr 
West Virginia had been standing 
steady all day, suddenly loomed up 
with new strength which he drew 
from all the others. He figured in 
center of the dark horse talk.

WASHINGTON, July 3. — Fears 

of a food shortage expressed earlier 
In the season have proved largely 
unwarranted, the Department of 
Agriculture announced today in a 
weekly review of the fruit and veg- 
etable martet. 
“It seems doubtful now whether 
the rumors of food shortage will 
amount to much,” says the depart, 
ment.. “The season thus far has not 
been unfavorable, notwithstanding 
Us lateness. The slowness and 
moisture have helped some crops, 
cepecially fruit, New York may have 
twige as many apples as last year. 
There will be a fair crop of west- 
ern and southern apples. and the 
Middle West seems likely to enjoy 
one of ite comparatively few 8001 
apple years. 

USBED TO HIGH PRICBS. 
“The public has become accus- 
tomed to paying high prices for 
fruits and will no doubt buy all 
the market apples produced if busi- 
ness conditions and employment con- 
tinue fairiyv good. 

“The labor situaton does not seem 
to be so much a barrier in the West 
as in the East. Wages are high, 
but help can be obtained at a price, 
and western farmers, as well as 
nome in the East, are handling more 
acreage per man than formerly, with 
the help of traction implements. 
“Prices of potatoes have held up 
well, expecially when compared with 
the smash in the onion market. Ap- 
parently the cabbage area is larger 
in the two leading northern cab- 
bage States, New York and Wis- 
econsin

How LINCOLN WAS 
GIVEN NOMINATION. 


TOOK ONLY TWENTY-SIX 
WORDS TO PLACE HIS NAME 
BEFORE THE CONVENTION. 


«4. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Juiy 3.—The 
nomination oratory which marks 
the two great political conventions 
this year is in sharp contrast to the 
nominating speeches of the earl) 
days of the parties. This has been 
brought out afresh by inquiry at the 
Chicago Historical Society and the 
Newberry Library here. 

In the first great Republican con- 
vention Abraham Lincoln was nom- 
inated for the first time, by Mr. Judd 
of Illinois, in these words: 

“I desire on behalf of the delega- 
tion from Illinow to put in nomina 
tion as a candidate for President of 
the United States Abraham Lincoln 
of iIllinow.” 

The first national nominating con- 
vention of the Democratic party was 
held twenty-eight years earlier, in 
Baltimore, May 21-23, 1832. It was 
at this gathering that Andrew Jack- 
son was indorsed for his second 
term. Jackson had been nominated 
previously in a number of States by 
the methods which were then pass- 
ing away and according to the New- 
berry Library it is doubtful if there 
was any speech at all piacing him in 


nomination at the first Democratic 
National Convention. The business 
of this convention was principally to 
nominate for the Vice-rresidency. 

The convention adopted a resolu. 
tion concurring in Jackson's re 
peated nominations.” The reselu- 
tion was drawn in sixty words. 

Previous to that time (from 1800) 
to 1801 nominations for the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency, the well- 
known reference library says, were 
by Congressional nominating cau- 
cus, consisting of party members of 
both houses of Congress.

GIRONDE DISTRICT. | 

Men, women and children of 
France joined in impressive services | 
in honor of the American éoldier | 
dead in France on Memorial Day, 
and the graves of all of America’s 
war dead were decked with fresh 
flowers by French children, accord-’ 
ing to a letter to The Times from 
John A. Scott, former, of Los An- 
keles and now American Vice-Con- 
at Rordeaux. 

There are thirty-three cemeteries 
in the Gironde § district. in which 
American soldiers, marines and 
nurses are buried, and in every one 
of these, save Mr. letter, ap- 


propriate and imuvressive Memoria! 
Day services were held. The main 


services for the day were *t the 
Talence cemetery, just out of 
Mordenux. were there are 700 


American graves in a cemetery in 
which the number of California boys 
buried exceeds the number from any 
Other State. 

At 10 o'clock on the morring of 
Memorial Day, a parade started for 
the burial ground, headed try French 
war veterans, .arcempanicd thy a 
military band Behind the troope 
marched hundreds of French school 
children, each of them carrying av 
armload of freshiv-cut flowers. 


the children decked the graves of 
the American dead, and when this 
service had been completed. one 
child stood beside each white cross 
during the speaking and ceremonies 
which followed. Several thousand 
spectators were present. iges 
those who participated in the serv- | 
ices. 

“America” was eng and ad- 
dresses were made by the Mayor ot 
Talence. by Gen. De Pouydraguin 
and bv Theodore Jaeckel, American | 
Consul at Bordeaux. The regulation | 
burial service was read, the French 
infantry fired volleys of musketry. | 
tape were sounded. and an English 
chaplain from Bordeaux pronounces 
benediction. . 

Capt. Lawrence Mathews, super 
visor of the Graves Registration 
Service in the Gironde district, had 
tharge of the services in all the 
thirty-three cemeteries under his 
jurisdiction. A considerable sum of 
money had been allotted to him for 
the decoration of the graves, and to 
this more than 10,000 france was 
added by contributiong from the 
Bordeaux American colony and from 
crews of American ships in the har- 
bor. One of the consplevous wreaths 
was that given by former members 
of the Eighteénth Engineers who | 
now reside in Bordeanx.

tone, feeling, subtiety—are all these 
things to be decried and 4Jented? 
Refinement and feeling are part of 
a woman's nature—so the peycho!- 
ogists tell use-—and she is not wise 
who repudiates them in art, which 
is and forever must be the sincere 
expression of herself. 

Strength may go with refinement 
and feeling, and often does, for in 
life “the bravest are the tenderest,” 
but the bravery is not the forced 
strength that announces itself in 
brutality, in paint piled high and 
promiscuously. This bravado is 
many women painters’ idea’ of 
virility in art, and thus it happens 
that there is apt to be more beauty 
in the pictures by men than in those 
by women.

PITTSBURG AS 
CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


Antistogy, Steel and Pickle 
Move Inaugurated. 


Staff of Experts Planning 
| General Uplift. 


Great Opportunity Exists to 
‘Effect a Change. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
[SPECIAL CORREAPON DENCE. | 
PITTSBURG, June 23.—For the 
first time in ite history, Pittsburs 
ti now being planned. A staff of 
tv planning experts is busily en- 
gaged in creating a scheme for 
transforming Pittsburg into a mod 
ern, comfortable and evep Dbeaut'- 


ful eit. 

It must be admitted that Pitts- 
burg today ig not of these things, 
Industrially, of course, f{ is gu- 
preme.. If u were suddenly Lifted 
bodily from the United States every 
part of the country would be a 
fected by its absence. Famoug for 
ite steel, coke products. iron, tin, 
Glass and electrica! equipment, and 
celebrated for its stogies, it owns 
the largest cork plant, a giant 
pickling and preserving business, 
und leads the world in the produc- 
tion of finished aluminum. 

But as a municipality, Pittsburg 


ls lagging far behind its Middle 
W@tern neighbors. While the 
candie-power of Cleveland, St. 


pauls, and Detroit is rapidly increas- 
ng in the metropolitan firmament, 
Pitteburg’« is but slightly brighter 
than it was a decade ago. 

This is not the fault of the present 
generation of Pittsburgers, who are 


extremely . and energet- 
ie, but the fault of their 4 
fathers who laid the foundatioA of 


what should propedly be a great me- 
tropolis in a location peculiarly un- 
fitted for expansion. Geography 
a vital factor in shaping the des- 
tiny of cities. The geegraphy of Cal 
cago made it easy fog tt to become 
& mammoth town, and the geo- 
of Pittsburg, has persistently 
hampered its growth. 
IN A TRIANGLE. 


Squeezed into «a narrow triangle 
of land between the Monongahela 
and Allegheny rivers, which white 
at one point to form the Chio, is the 
city proper, with a veritedle barri- 
cade of hills as its hypotenuse. These 
hills. while picturesque to live upon, 
are the bane of Pittsburg's existence. 
Everything that ie sad or neglected 
about Pittsburg may be blamed upon 
them. They present stubborn ob- 
stacles to buliding operations; they 
made transportation more costly 
and slower than in most large cities; 
they make improvements absurdly 
expensive, and they have retarded 
the growth of the city in every way. 
When most cities, get too crowded 
they just move ot a little farther, 
but Pittsbura has to climb a cliff. 

It was probably the oppressive 
nearness of these eranite walls 
which caused the early Pittsburg 
settiers to economize on space and 
make.the-city'’s streets so narrow, 
although this is also attributed by 
one authority to carelessness, which 
permitted the town to proceed er- 
raticalivy along the eld cowpaths. 
Anyway. Pittsburg is now paying the 

rice of thie mistake. Its business 

istrict ie a hopeless jumbie of nar- 
row. crisecross streets, few of them 
more than forty feet wide, and 
nearly all of therm divided by street- 
car tracks. Buildings seem to jostie 
each other for room, the pedestrians 
almost trip over each other and the 
railroads are so cramped for space 
that their terminal facilities are 
painfully inadequate. Add to t 
conditions the fact that moet of the 
streets are cobble-stoned and you 
«ill see why Pittsburg is beginning 
to fee: the tragic need of a plan. 

A THOROUGH ORGANIZATION. 

But as the epolled child of many 
philenthropists, Pittsburg waited for 
& plan to be given to K. and this is 
just what has happened, ajthough 
the city will eventually have to pay 
for it. TH te the business interests 
of Pittsburg. including benkers, 
manufacturérs, merchants and, pro- 
fessional men, ho are financing 
the planning, fifty Individyalse and 
corporations having contribyted the 
necessary funds to get the project 
started. They have organized 
themselves into what is ed the 
Citizen's Committee on City N- 
ning, and have already accumulated 
4 large office force and staf of 
architectural and engineering ex- 
perts for their work. 

The cost of carrying out the pro- 
= will run into the sceres ef mi- 

ma during the next twenty years, 
according te one of the oresaid 
citizens. In the meantime. tta bu 
will be getting a new boulevard an 
rome new bridges and a few recre- 
ational! facilities. In other words, 
the words of the committee, in fact. 
“the money will be spent to provide 
a maser thoroughfare system, to 
improve and extend recreational 
facilities, for better transit 
and trans tion, to stimulate 
home building and improve livi 
conditions, to protect and enhén 
property values by proper soning, 
and to make the city beautiful as 
well as convenient and efficient.” 

“It ie quite true,” said the en- 
wen who explained the scope of the 
plan to us, “that Pittsbure today 
offers fewer attractions to the buai- 
ness man. to the worker and to the 
home builder, than other cities do. 
Our cliff dwellere spend just about 
twice as much time as they should 
in traveling the short distances from 
their homes to their work. They 
have fewer facilities for diversion. 
For a long time we had no dificul- 
ty in attracting all the workers we 
needed, because we paid a higher 
standard of wages, but now that 
ether cities have caught up with 
us on this point, they are taking 
many of our workers away from 
Ua. 

WHAT ABOUT SMOKE. 

“And what about the semoke— 
will the elimination of smoke be a 
feature of your plan? we suggested 
hopefully. 

The citizen Idoked puszied. “Why 
Pittsburgh isn't emoky any more,” 
he said. 

“Oh, ent 7" sald we in sure 
prise. Well, vou should have seen 
the color of the poached eg¢s we 
had for breakfast this mornin«.”

War 8 Will Bring 
Home Soldier Dead. 


Some 71,000 Americans Are 
Buried in France. 


Unknown Bodies to be Left 
Across the Sea. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE ! 

PARIS, June 8.—Representatives 
of the American War Department 
here estimate that about 60 per 
bent of the American soldiers buried 
in France will be exumed and taken 
back to their native land. A little 
more than 77,000 American burials 
have been registered by the Graves 
Registration Service and about 71,- 
600 of these are in France. 

Not all of these soldiers will be 
returned to Amertean soll, as the 
United States War Department pro- 
poses to carry back to America only 
those requested by their next of kin. 
This policy will result in leaving in 
France those whose next of kin ask 
that they be left here and those 
whose removal is not requested. It 
in understood also that the uniden- 
tified American dead will be left in 
France. 


NEGOTIATION ENDED. 

Decision by the Franco-American 
commission that bodies of American 
soldiers buried in the sone of mili 
tary operations may be exumed any 
time after September 15, next, ends 
a long period of negotiations de- 
tween French and American au- 
thorities, The French government 
desired to meet the wishes of the 
American nation, but entertained 
serious doubts as to the advisability 
of removing the American dead from 
the zone of operations this year. ow- 
Ing to labor and transportation di- 
ficulties involving the passing of the 
bodies over the railways and high- 
ways at a time when the French 
Population was in the first stage of 
ite recovery from the é¢conomic and 
sentimental strain of five years of 
war. The French government feared 
that the granting of such permise- 
sion to America would bring on 
| clamorous agitation from other na- 
tiong fog similar permission and that 
this would hamper the rehabilita- 
tion of French industrial conditions. 

American officers, however, have 
vigorously urged that the number 
of Americans in the sone of opera 
tions was relatively small: that the 
traditional policy of the United 
States was to return its dead from 
foreign soll, and that the American 
government could do no less than 
heed the pleas of those next of kin 
who insisted that the bodies of their 
relatives be returned to their homes.

MYSTERY OF WAR-TIME 
ROBBERY IS SOLVED. 


GERMAN SOLDIERS ADMIT 
THEFT OF 60,000,000 RUMA- 
NIAN LEI AT SPANDAU.

BERLIN, June 11.—The mystery 
surrounding the robbery of 
60,000,000 Rumanian lei (formerly) 
worth about 19 cents each) which 
took place a year ago, has now 
been cleared up by the arrest of 
four soldiers, who were agsigned to 
the task of guarding paper money 
and treasure which were stored in 
the Spandau capital. 

The men, who were drafted for 
army service and subsequently as- 
signed. to garrison duty, jointly 
plotted the robbery, eventually car 
ried it out and then disappeared. 
They were recently discovered liv- 
ing comfortable lives as small truck 
‘gardeners or extravagant gamblers. 
On being questioned the men ad- 
mitted that the Rumanian currency 
had been disposed of through Rus- 
ans and Rumanians, who infest 
the cafes and speculators’ haunts 
In the vicinity of the railway sta- 
tions of Berlin. 
The men experienced heavy losses 
in disposing of 1000 lel notes for 
speculators would pay only 250 
marks for them and they also claim 
that they are no longer in posses- 
sion of any of the 60,000,000 fund 
not es 

Tue origin of the Rumanian 
money is not yet explained, but at 
the time of the robbery it was 
stated it comprised the German 
army treasure which was transpor- 
ted back from Rumania. 

A Berlin afternoon paper states 
that the money was printed in Ger- 
many and destined for the tse of 
Mackensen in his Rumanian cam- 


paign. 
Tbe robbery took place at the 
famous Julius tower at Spandau 


where the German war treasure was 
stored. The names of the four men 
who have been arrested in connee- 
tion with the affair are Kuhn, 
Wenta, Elssner and Peschges. The 
first named is said to be the lead- 
ing spirit of the quartet and he and 
Elssner retired into the 
country on their respective shares 
of the robbery. 

It was through Pesce

Queen May and three gunmen. 
Joe and Richard Pyle and Jim 


|Pruno, were arrested. The three 


men were convicted of robbing Mrs. 
Margaret Galllet in Sioux Clty and 
were sent to the penitentiary. Joe 
Pyle, just past 21 years old, also 
was convicted of having killed Ja- 
cob Christianson in the hold-up of 
a taxi. 

But Queen May got scot free. The 
police were unable to connect her 
with the robbery, for which she had 
been arrested. and she was not 
piaced on trial. Although police be- 
lieved that she was the real leader 
of the gang and wundoubtedly had 
planned their coups for thm, no 
evidence could be obtained to show 
that she accompanied the men on 
their raids. 

RAIDS WERE NUMEROUS. 

The Burzette gang operated as far 
north as Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
and as far south as Kansas City. 
Omaha. St. Joseph, Council Bluffs 
and other intermediate cities were 
the scenes of their operations time 
after time, but the gang slways 
managed to make its get-away. For 
two years the members led wild 
lives. Queen May kept the house in 
Sloux City open while the men con- 
ducted their raids. Between ids 
they ran to cover in Sioux City, 

Tater. when the police discovered 
their hiding place, the gang went 
into hiding in near-by towns and 
cities. At night they would drive 
inte Sioux City and assemble at the 
Burzette home, where they would 
plan their future raids. ft was while 
in Sioux City on one of the occasions 
that the police discovered them and 
attempted their arrest with the re. 
sult that Burzette was killed. 

Queen May is said to have been 
the driver of the hijacking car that 
overtook Bootlegger Claude Letner 
near Hull, at the time Latner was 
murdered. For nearly a year the 
murder of Letner puzzied the police, 
but some time ago State Agent Ris- 
den succeeded in connecting Joe 
Pavey. a Burzette gangster. with the 
crime. Pavey is now tn the Mi- 
Sour State prison for a @ifferent 
crime. On evidence presented the 
grand jury by Risden, tending to 
connect Queen May with the mur- 
der of Lettner, or rather. showing 
that Queen May drove the bandit 
ear that night. the indictment was 
returned and she is booked for trial.

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GOOD TIME TO LAY UP 
FOR ADJUSTMENTS AND REPAIRS. 


BY MARVIN N. LOOMIS, 


OR many owners of tractors, this is the 
F slack season. Farming is diversified 
in the Southwest, so that there is hard- 
ly a season of idleness on the farm. But 
farm industries as well as plants must have 
their dormant or rest season. If the farm- 
er has an alfalfa patch, a walnut orchard 
and a patch of beans or beets, he fs usually 
kept busy during the entire year. But he 
should lay the tractor up for a shdért period 
anyway in order to go over the mechanism, 
replace parts and clean bearings. 
Run the tractor onto à board floor of some 
kind. If there is a roof above it, and at 


_ feast three walls, so much the better, for 


this keeps out the dust and the occassional 
rain that may come at this time of the year. 
It is a good plan to get an experienced me- 
echanic to go over the parts after the cylinder 
head has been taken off and the differential 
disassembled by the folks on the farm. Ex-

Get a can of kerosene, and place the con- 
tents in a five-gallon can, with the top cut 


ing. As each of the small bearings, parts, 
bolts and nuts are taken off, place them in 
the can for cle.ging and keeping together. 
If there is a block and tackle around the 
farm, this will come in very handy in get- 
ting off heavy parts. First clean off all 
dirt from the surface of the tractor, and 
start in. 

Test the engine for compression before 
disassembling. Turn the crank slowly, 
and determine the resistance in each of the 
pistons. Lack of compression in one or 
more cylinders is one of the chief sources 
of lack of power. Be sure and use new 
gaskets in thé compression chamber when 
assembling after adjustment and repair. 

Usually there is a large deposit of car- 
bon in the combustion chambers after «a 
tractor has been run for some time. This 
must be cleaned out. Take off the cylinder 
head and gasket, and scrape away the black 
carbon with a carbon knife or screw driver, 
being careful not to get any into the valve 
guides or water jacket holes. These must 
be stopped up with rags or bits of paper. 
Carbonization is a frequent cause for valve 
leakage and the escape of gasses past the
